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AMERICAN BIG GUNS 
DROP SHELLS ON MAIN 
GERMAN RAILROAD LINE 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF 
VERDUN, Oct. 29.— 8 p. rn.— (By The Associated Press) 
The American big guns cradled down on the main line 
of the railroad in the region of Conflans today, and also 
shelled a large enemy troop concentration in the neigh­ 
borhood of Mangiennes. 
The Conflans line is important because it extends from 
Germany's principal communication line to Metz. 
When a troop concentration was reported in the region 
of Bois de Villers and Mangiennes the guns 
in that direction, hurling projectiles 
weighing 
approxi­ 
mately 1,500 pounds each. 
The big guns inside the American lines shelled the ter­ 
ritory around Spincourt and Dommary-Baroncourt, both 
important railroad junctions. 
American aviators successfully bombed two points to­ 
day where German troops were being assembled. 
In the 
morning a squadron of bombers accompanied by protect­ 
ing machines, dropped projectiles 
on 
Montigny. 
The 
troops scattered and an ammunition dump was set 
on 
fire; the railroad yards were also damaged. 
In the afternoon about fifty bombers attacked 
Dam- 
villers, where other troops were concentrating; observers 
reported a number of hits. About forty pursuit planes ac­ 
companied the bombers and engaged in many 
fcombats. 
Nine German machines were brought down. 
Three Am­ 
erican planes are missing. 
While protecting the American bombers this 
after­ 
noon Captain James A. Meisner of Brooklyn, downed 
a 
Fokker in the region of Bantheville, making his score up 
to the present eight machines. 
Lieutenant Samuel Kaye, 
of Columbus, Mo., also downed a Fokker in the region of 
St. Georges. This was Kaye’s fourth aerial victory. 
Am ericans Improve Positions Near Aincreville. 
The American troops improved their positions in the 
region of Aincreville and east of the Meuse today. 
The 
artillery was very active on both sides, the Germans using 
* heavy guns from various parts of the front, shelling Ver­ 
dun/which now is almost a daily occurrence. 
Around Wavrille the Germans 
attempted 
a 
local 
counter-attack but were, repulsed. 
An officer and four 
German privates were taken prisoner. 
There was fierce 
fighting near Belieu Wood, which the Americans hold. 
The Americans replied to the enemy batteries around 
Bois L ’Ecurey, Reville and Chaniont. The Germans also 
shelled Bantheville and Cunel. 
Fires burned most of the day in the neighborhood of 
Dun, Andre, Andrevanne and Doulcon, which are believ­ 
ed to have been caused by American bombs 
or 
shells. 
There are no indications that the Germans 
are 
with­ 
drawing. 
The Americans have consolidated their posi­ 
tions in the Grand Pre sector, firmly establishing 
them­ 
selves on the southern edges of Bourgogne wood. 
Talmo 
and Bellejoyeuse farm are in No Man’s Land. 
Aviators Bring Down Eighteen Planes. 
Eighteen enemy airplanes were shot down during the 
day by American aviators. 
Five machines were lost in 
carrying out important reconnaissance missions. 
The artillery fire on the Verdun front was heavy today 
and there was much machine gun fire as well, west of the 
Meuse, especially north of St. Juvin.

t e m p t e d to break thru the mili­ 
tary guard. 
Severe fighting fol­ 
lowed the soldiers using machine 
guns 
and 
bayonets. 
A 
large 
number of people were killed and 
the fighting was still in progress 
when the telegram was despatch­ 
ed at nine o’clock Monday even­ 
ing. 
The correspondents adds 
that 
thy republican movement is grow- 
ing and that a general labor revolt 
may be expected at any moment. 


AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN IS 
PLACED UNDER ARREST 
NEW YORK,

today, charged with keeping In 
his possession without authority, 
important documents. 
According to District Attorney

who expect important disclosures 
to result. 
The documents he Is accused of 
keeping consist of lists of Austro- 
Hungarians In 'this country, it 
was said, totalling 20,000 names. 
Virtually all of those listed are 
said to bo unnaturalized. 
Mad­ 
rasz or Skotthy was said at tho 
district attorney's office o be one 
of the most widely known Hun­ 
garians in this country. 
After his 
arrest he Informed the authorities 
It was stated that he had been 
for fifteen years a confidential 
adviser of the Austro-Hungarian 
embassy ut Washington.

Slovovika, the South Slavs and 
German Austria.’’

29.— V ia Basel— Austria-Hungary thru 
her new foreign minister, Count Andrassy, has sent a note 
to Secretary of State Lansing requesting the secretary's in­ 
tervention with President Wilson for an im m ediate arm is­ 
tice on all fronts and for the com m encem ent of peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
The Austro-Hungarian government has communicated 
its latest note to the French, British, Japanese and Italian 
governments, begging th e approval and support of these 
nations. 
TEXT OF LATEST AUSTRIAN NOTE. 
The note sa y s; 
“Im m ediately after having taken direction of the m in­ 
istry of foreign affairs and after th e despatch of the offi­ 
cial answer to your note of October 18, 1918, by which you 
were able to see that w e accept a ll the points and princi­ 
ples laid down by President W ilson in his various declara­ 
tions and are in com plete accord w ith the efforts of Presi­ 
dent W ilson to prevent future w ars and to create a league 
of nations, we have taken preparatory m easures, in order 
that Austrians and Hungarians m ay be able, according to 
their own desire and w ithout being in any w ay hindered, 
to m ake a decision as to their future organizations and to 
rule it. 
“Since the accession to power o f Emperor King Charles 
his immovable purpose has been to bring an end to thef 
war. 
More than ever th is is the desire of the sovereign of 
all the Austro-Hungarian peoples who acknow ledge that 
their future destiny only can be accom plished in a pacific 
world, by being freed from all disturbances, privations and 
sorrows of war. 
“This is w hy I address you directly, Mr. Secretary 
of 
State, praying that you w ill have th e goodness to intervene 
with the president of th e United States in order that in the 
interest of hum anity, as in the interest of all those who live 
in Austria-Hungary, an im m ediate armistice may be con­ 
cluded on all people and for an overture th at im m ediate 
negotiations for peace w ill follow .”

Thousands <>'AUSTRIA’S PLEA FOR

ARMISTICE UP TO THE 
Now in France 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.-~Pro- 
ductlon of American aircraft now 
has reached a stage wher it is be­ 
ing limited practically only 
by 
facilities for transporting the air­ 
planes to France. 
The produc­ 
tion of (Liberty 
Motors 
during 
the month of October reached a 
stage of one thousand a week, a 
goal which had not been hoped for 
at soonest until December. 
The latest official compilations 
show 
that since June I, aporoxi- 
mately 2,500 fighting a i r p la n e s 
of all 
descriptions 
have 
been 
shipped to the American 
forces 
in Fiance. 
When It is 
realized 
that none of the belligerents at 
any one time since the beginning 
of the war has 
had . more 
than 
3,500 airlanes actually in service 
the significance of an American 
production of 2,500 planes in five 
months

These 
2,500 
planes 
Included 
nearly one 
hundred 
and 
fifty 
heavy bombers and the remain­ 
der were planes of all clasps in­ 
cluding observation machines and 
day bombers. 
Reports 
from ell the produc­ 
tion centers 
show 
tho 
results 
rapidly growing. 
Tonight’s reports showed that 
there were more American 
air­ 
planes 
awaiting 
shpments 
at 
ponts of embarkation that could 
be loaded. 
In speaking fighting airplanes, 
the single seated to- — 
which 
are fought the spectacular duels 
of tile air is not Included. These 
types are 
changing 
so 
rapidly 
that officials say it never will 
be 
practical to build them elsewhere 
than almost upon the battlefield. 
All the American built planes are 
fighting planes, armed and equip­ 
ped to care

In the northern and western 
states 
several 
candidates 
have 
filed reports that they personal­ 
ly have received ami spent noth­ 
ing 
Henry Ford’s pre-election 
re­ 
port states that he has “ not re­ 
ceived or expended any sum of 
money or other tiling of value for 
or in connection with the said 
election,” and has made na prom­ 
ises or pledges of any character. 
Tho non-partisan Ford for sen­ 
a to r club, Mr. Ford states, re­ 
ceived $581 and spent $335. His 
opponent, Mr. Newberry, states 
he has not gievn, contributed, ex­ 
pended, received, used, or prom­ 
ised any money or anything of 
value 
nor 
authorized their re­ 
ceipt with bis knowledge or con­ 
sent.

ALLIED GOVERNMENTS 


WASHINGTON, Get. 29.— In the absence of any offi­ 
cial announcement there was a somewhat widespread im­ 
pression here tonight that Austria’s renewed appeal to 
President Wilson for an armistice and peace would 
be 
transmitted to the allied governments before which Ger­ 
many’s request has been placed. 
There was some disposition to accord different treat­ 
ment to the Austrian plea because of the complex prob­ 
lems arising from the new conditions that apparently have 
developed in the dual monarchy since the president 
re­ 
plied to Austria’s original request. The official text of the 
Austrian note was delivered to Secretary Lansing today 
by the Swedish minister soon after the regular Tuesday 
meeting of the cabinet at which it was understood the of­ 
ficial version as transmitted by The Associated Press from 
Basel, Switzerland, was 
given 
consideration. 
Officials 
stated that they could not 
indicate 
what disposition 
wrould be made of the note in advance of a careful study 
of the official version. 


The text at the Swedish legation wras in French and it 
has not been translated at the state department. 
It was 
said Chere that it did not differ essentially from the unoffi­ 
cial as received from Switzerland. No indication was giv­ 
en as to when the translation would be made public. 
W ould Establish Independent State of Austria. 
Those adhering to the opinion that different treatment 
should be accorded to the Austrian request than was giv­ 
en the plea of the German government pointed to cable 
despatches today reporting the establishment of the inde­ 
pendent state of Hungary; of the recognition by that state 
of the independence of the Czechoslovak provinces and 
also of German-Austria as suggesting the introduction of 
complex factors into the problem of settling with the dual 
empire. Even if each of the many nationalities that make 
up that empire becomes independent before peace is ar­ 
range! it was said that they still must bear their individual 
shares of the responsibility for the acts committed by the 
empire. It is believed that the American government will 
not be diverted from the pursuit of its main object by the 
consideration of these individual uprisings in Austro-Hun- 
bary. 


The best informed entente officers on duty here firm­ 
ly believe that Germany would not attempt to fight 
on 
with Austria out of the war. The greatest fear the Ger­ 
mans have, they say is of invasion of German soil and in 
the end, they believe, Germany will capitulate rather than 
face th at contingency. 
Surrender by Austria Would Release Italians. 
Assessing the probable results of Austrian, surrender, 
officers pointed out that it would release the Italian army 
for operations elsewhere. 
Unless Turkey has already dropped out of the fight 
by th at time it would seem logical, it was said to expect 
that these forces would be turned at once to pressing the 
campaign against Constantinople. 
With Turkey also out 
the two Italian divisions now in France would be quickly 
supplemented and another great army erected on 
that 
front to crush the wavering German lines. 
One result of Austrian capitulation which cannot 
be 
gauged reliably in advance is the situation of the thirty or 
more German divisions in Russia. 
The German 
general 
staff is known to have reduced the German forces in Rus­ 
sia to what wras regarded as the minimum of safety when 
the spring drive in France was prepared. Recently it has 
been learned th a t some of the divisions left there 
had 
been brought hastily to the western line and several were 
hurried to the Danube front. 
Lacking Austrian help in Russia, the situation of the 
German forces there would appear to be perilous and of­ 
ficers say it would become vitally necessary that they be 
so disposed as to rest upon the Russo-German 
frontier. 
That would mean a great curtailment of Russian territory 
they could police and complete evacuation of Russia by 
the Germans was regarded as the logical result.
